wingsuit as he pleases. 






Just Cause J lays the action 
on thick and the sandbox 
shenanigans don’t ever look 
like slowing down. You can 
ride Lamborghinis off cliff 
faces (be/oi/i^X run on the 
wings of an aeroplane, firing 
bazookas (/eft) and hijack 
fighter jets in mid-air (above). 
It makes Michael Bay movies 
look like Downton Abbey. 


As with past incarnations, 
Rodriguez - a hero by any 
other name - is sent in to 
overthrow a well-armed 
dictator with a vice-like grip 
over the fictional locale of 
Medici. In many respects it 
sounds a lot like Far Cry 4, 
only with a hell of a lot more 
guns, explosions, and 
destruction than anything 
seen before. 


Previously in Just Cause, Rico 
could attach just one object 
to another with his grappling 
hook. But the developers 
have scrapped that limitation, 
letting players do whatever 
they want. So now you can 
merrily rope bad guys to oil 
drums and then attach them 
to helicopters. And when you 
get bored, you pull 
everything together into 
a maelstrom of explosive 
chaos. Because... why the 
hell not? 
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Everything seemed to be going 
to plan for the 4-7 favourite at 
the John Dufosee Memorial 
Open Hunters' Chase at 
Wincanton. 

But that soon changed for 
18-year-old amateur jockey 
Lewis Ferguson, when he was 
spectacularly thrown out of the 
saddle into an even more 
spectacular flip, more acrobatic 
than any Olympic gymnast. 

Wincanton's clerk of the 
course, Barry Johnson, said it 
was the “worst fall IVe ever 
seen" but remarkably, Ferguson 
seemed completely fine. “I was 
just a bit winded really. It took 
my breath away. And I had a bit 
of a sore head later on.”
